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California towns survey quake damage amid mote aftershocks 


LOS ANG ELES (AP) — Com¬ 
munities in the Mojave 
Desert tallied damage and 
made emergency repairs 
to cracked roadsand bro¬ 
ken pipes Friday as after¬ 
shocks from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia's largest earthquake 
in 20 years kept rumbling. 
Ihe small town of 
Ridgecrest, close to the 
epicenter, assessed dam¬ 
age after several fires and 
multiple injuries that were 
blamed on the magnitude 
6.4 quake. A shelter drew 
28 people overnight, but 
not all of them slept inside 
amid the shaking. 

"Some people slept outside 
in tents because they were 
so nervous," said Marium 
Mohiuddin of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross. Damage 
appeared limited to desert 


areas, although the quake 
wasfelt widely, including in 
the Los Angeles region 150 
miles(240 kilo meters) away. 
The largest aftershock thus 
far— magnitude 5.4 — was 
also felt in LA before dawn 
Friday. Ridgecrest Re¬ 
gional HospitaI remained 
closed as state inspectors 
assessed it, spokeswoman 
J ayde Glenn said. The hos¬ 
pital's own review found 
no structural damage, but 
there were cracks in walls, 
broken water pipes and 
waterdamage. 

The hospital was prepared 
to help women in labor 
and to give triage care to 
emergency patients, Fif¬ 
teen patients were evacu¬ 
ated to other hospitals af- 
terthe quake, Glenn said.

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U.St to pursue c iizenship question on census but path unc lear

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

J ustice Department said Fri¬ 
day it will press its search for 
legal grounds to force the 
inclusion of a citizenship 
question on the 2020 Cen¬ 
sus, hours after President 
Donald Trump said he is 
"very seriously" considering 
an executive order to get 
the question on the form. 
Trump said his administra¬ 
tion is exploring a number 
of legal options, but the 
Justice Department did 
not say exactly what op¬ 
tions remain now that the 
Supreme Court has barred 
the question at least tem¬ 
porarily. 

"fhe government has al¬ 
ready begun the process 
of printing the censusques- 
tionnaire withoutthatques- 
tion. 

The administration's focus 
on asking broadly about 
citizenship for the first time 
since 1950 reflects the 
enormous political stakes 
and potential costs in the 
once-a-decade popula¬ 
tion count that determines 
the allocation of seats in 
the House of Representa¬ 


tives for the next 10 years 
and the distribution of 
some $675 billion in federal 
spending. It also reflects 
Trump's interest in reshap¬ 
ing how congressional dis- 
trictsare drawn. 

'You need it for Congress, 
for districting," he said Fri¬ 
day. "How many people 
are there? Are they citi¬ 


zens? Are they not citizens? 
You need it for many rea¬ 
sons." 

Districts now are based on 
the total population. Some 
Republicans want them 
based on the population 
of eligible voters, a change 
that could disadvantage 
Democrats by excluding 
immigrants. Ihe Supreme 
Court has left open the is¬ 
sue of whether districts 
based only on the popula¬ 
tion of e lig ib le vote rs is c o n- 
stitutio na I. 

The Census Bureau's own 
experts have said a citizen¬ 
ship question would dis¬ 
courage immigrants from 
participating in the survey 
and result in a less accu¬ 
rate census that would re¬ 
distribute money and politi¬ 
cal powerawayfrom Dem- 
ocratic-led cities where 
immigrants tend to cluster 
to whiter, rural areaswhere 
Republicansdo well. 

Trump, speaking as he de¬ 
parted the White House for 
a weekend in New Jersey, 
said he might take execu¬ 
tive action. 

"It's one of the ways that 
we're thinking about doing 
it, very seriously," he said. 

An executive order would 
not, by itself, override court 
rulings blocking the inclu¬ 
sion of the citizenship ques¬ 
tion. But such an action 
from Trump would perhaps 
give administration lawyers 
a new basis to try to con¬ 


vince federal courts that 
the question could be in¬ 
cluded. 

"Executive orders do not 
override decisions of the 
Supreme Court," Thomas 
Saenz, president and gen¬ 
era I counsel of the Mexican 
American Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund, said 
in a statement Friday. The 
organization is representing 
plaintiffs in the census law¬ 
suit in Maryland. 
LaterFridayJ ustice Depart¬ 
ment lawyers formally told 
U.S. District J udge George 
Hazel in Maryland the ad¬ 
ministration is not giving up 
the legal fight to add the 
citizenship question to the 
next census. But they also 
said it's unclear how they 
will proceed, according to 
a court filing. 

'They still say they don't 
have clear instructions on 
what to do," said Saenz, 
who took part in a confer¬ 
ence call with the judge 
and lawyers for both sides 
in one of three lawsuits 
seeking to keep the ques¬ 
tion off the census The oth- 
ertwo are in New Yorkand 
California. 

Hazel had expressed 
mounting frustration with 
the mixed signals the ad¬ 
ministration was sending, 
first telling him on Tuesday 
that the question was off 
only to have Trump tweet 
the next day that the ad¬ 
ministration was "absolutely 
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moving forward" with ef¬ 
forts to include the ques¬ 
tion. 

Trump's administration has 
faced numerous road¬ 
blocks to adding the ques¬ 
tion, like last week's Su¬ 
preme Court ruling that 
blocked its inclusion, at 
least for now. Both the 
Justice and Commerce 
departments indicated on 
Tuesday that they were 
moving forward with the 
census, minus the citizen¬ 
ship question. 

But Trump has insisted oth¬ 
erwise, pushing his admin¬ 
istration to come up with a 
way to include the contro¬ 
versial query. He suggested 
Friday officials might be 
able to add an addendum 
to the questionnaire with 
the question after it's al¬ 
ready printed. 

In the Supreme Court's de¬ 
cision last week, Chief J us¬ 
tice John Roberts joined 
the court's four more liberal 
members in saying the ad¬ 
ministration's current jus¬ 
tification for the question 
"seemsto have been con¬ 
trived." 

The administration had 
pushed the Supreme Court 
to decide the case quickly, 
citing a J uly 1 deadline to 
begin printing the forms 
The court made the rare 
move of taking up the case 
directly from a trial court in 
New York before an ap¬ 
peals court had weighed 
in. As recently as June 20, 
SolicitorGeneral Noel Fran¬ 
cisco reminded the justices 
of the need for a quick 
decision, writing that 'for 
all practical purposes, the 
Census Bureau needs to 
finalize the 2020 question¬ 
naire byj une ofthisyear." 
The Trump administration 
had said the question was 
being added to aid in en¬ 
forcement of the Voting 
Rights Act, which protects 
minority voters' access to 
the ballot box. 

But the question's oppo¬ 
nents say recently discov¬ 
ered evidence from the 
computerfilesof a Republi¬ 
can redistricting consultant 
who died last year shows 
that, far from helping mi¬ 
nority voters, discrimination 
against Hispanics was be¬ 
hind the push for the citi¬ 
zenship questionO 
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The quake did not appear 
to have caused ma jo rd a lin¬ 
age to roads and bridges 
in the area, but it did open 
three cracks across a short 
stretch of State Route 178 
near the tiny town of Trona, 
said California Department 
of Transportation District 
Nine spokeswoman Chris¬ 
tine Knadler. 

Those cracks were tempo¬ 
rarily sealed, but engineers 
were investigating whether 
the two-lane highway was 
damaged beneath the 
cracks, Knadlersaid. Bridg¬ 
es in the a rea were a Iso be¬ 
ing checked. 

"The Ridgecrest library was 
closed as volunteers and 
staff picked up hundredsof 
books that fell off shelves 


The building's cinderblock 
walls a Iso had some cracks, 
said Charissa Wagner, li¬ 
brary branch supervisor. 
Wagner was at her home 
in the small city of 29,000 
people when a small fore¬ 
shock hit, followed by the 
large one, putting her and 
her 11-year-old daughter 
on edge. 

'The little one was like, 'Oh 
what just happened.' The 
big one came later and 
that was scarier," she said. 
The nearby Naval Air 
Weapons Station China 
Lake said in a statement 
late Thursday that no inju¬ 
ries were reported and so 
far all buildings had been 
found to be intact, but 
assessments continued 
across its vast acreage. Its 
workforce was ordered to 


not report on Friday. 

The earthquake knocked 
overa boulderthatsatatop 
one ofthe rock spires at the 
Trona Pinnacles outside of 
Ridgecrest, a collection of 
towering rock formations 
that has been featured in 
commercialsand films, said 
Martha Maciel, a Bureau of 
Land Management spokes¬ 
woman in California.Mean¬ 
while, the nation's second- 
largest city revealed plans 
to lower slightly the thresh¬ 
old for public alerts from its 
earthquake early warning 
app. But officials said the 
change was in the works 
before the quake, which 
gave scientists at the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy's seismology lab 48 
secondsofwarning butdid 
not trigger a public notifi¬ 


cation. 

"Our goal is to alert peo¬ 
ple who might experi¬ 
ence potentially damag¬ 
ing shaking, not just feel 
the shaking," said Robert 
de Gnoot, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Geological Sur¬ 
vey's Shake Alert system, 
which is being developed 
for California, Oregon and 
Washington. The West 
Coast ShakeAlert system 
has provided non-public 
earthquake notifications 
on a daily basis to many 
test users, including emer¬ 
gency agencies, industries, 
transportation systems and 
schools. 

Late last year, the city of 
Los Angeles released a mo¬ 
bile app intended to pro¬ 
vide ShakeAlert warnings 
for users within Los Angeles 


County. The trigger thresh¬ 
old for LA's app required 
a magnitude 5 or greater 
and an estimate of level 4 
on the separate Modified 
Mercali Intensity scale, the 
level at which there is po¬ 
tentially damaging shaking. 
Although Thursday's quake 
waswell above magnitude 
5, the expected shaking for 
the Los Angeles area was 
level 3, de G root said. 

A revision ofthe magnitude 
threshold down to 4.5 was 
already underway, but 
the shaking intensity level 
would remain at 4. The ra¬ 
tionale is to avoid numer¬ 
ous ShakeAlerts for small 
earthquakes that do not 
affect people. 

"If people get saturated 
with these messages, it's 
going to make people not 
c a re a s muc h," he sa id. 
Construction of a network 
of seismic-monitoring sta¬ 
tions for the West Coast is 
justoverha If complete, with 
most coverage in Southern 
California, San Francisco 
Bay Area and the Seattle- 
Tacoma area. Eventually, 
the system will send out 
alertsoverthe same system 
used for Amber Alerts to 
defined areas that are ex¬ 
pected to be affected by 
a quake, de Groot said. 
California is partnering with 
the federal government to 
build the statewide earth¬ 
quake warning system, with 
the goal of turning it on by 
June 2021. The state has 
already spent at least $25 
million building it, including 
installing hundreds of seis¬ 
mic stationsthroughoutthe 
state. This year, Democratic 
Gov. Gavin Newsom said 
the state needed $16.3 
million to finish the project, 
which included money for 
stations to monitor seismic 
activity, plus nearly $7 mil¬ 
lion for "outreach and edu¬ 
cation." The state Legisla¬ 
ture approved the funding 
last month, and Newsom 
signed it into lawO

EL PASO, Texas (AP) — Be to 

O'Rourke was running for 
the El Paso City Council 
in 2005 when he asked to 
meet with the illustrious 
real estate investor William 
Sanders 

Sanders had earned a for¬ 
tune in Chicago before re¬ 
turning to his remote home¬ 
town on the West Texas- 
Mexico border. He thought 
O'Rourke wanted a dona¬ 
tion. 

But O'Rourke, now vying for 
the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nomination, was actu¬ 
ally seeking permission to 
marry Sanders' daughter 
Amy. And afterhe secured 
it, his future father-in-law 
began talking at length 
about her previous boy¬ 
friend. 

"It was a very awkward 
— very, very awkward — 
conversation," O'Rourke 
recalled in a phone inter¬ 
view. 

Worth at least $500 million 
according to a conserva¬ 
tive Forbes estimate, Sand¬ 
ers has helped make Beto 
and Amy O'Rourke million¬ 
aires. O'Rourke won his city 
council race and briefly 
supported an ambitious, 
though controversial and 
ultimately unsuccessful, 
plan to redevelop down¬ 
town El Paso that Sanders 
was leading. Later, Sand¬ 
ers' timely donation helped 
transform his son-in-law 
from longshot primary chal¬ 
lenger to congressman, 
setting him up to nea liy up¬ 
set U.S. Sen. Ted Cruz last 
yearand catapult him into 
the presidential race. 
O'Rourke's campaign says 


Sanders plays no role. Still, 
O'Rourke might never have 
made it on the national 
stage without the help of 
the intensely private ty¬ 
coon. 

"I think Bill has always 
helped in the background," 
said Mike Dipp Jr., an El 
Paso businessman who has 
known Sandersforyears. 

By the time O'Rourke came 
into his life, Sanders had 
already spent decades at 
the top of America's real 
estate industry, a visionary 
who spotted trends before 
others, developed strate¬ 
gies to capitalize on them 
and built top-notch man- 
agementteamsto execute 
his plans. 

Sanders founded Verde 
Realty in 2003 to focus on 
investments in the South¬ 
west, where he believed 
cheap labor costs and a 
booming population would 


make the region thrive. 
Journalist Steve Bergsman, 
who wrote about Sanders 
in a 2006 book, described 
him as a workaholic whose 
vision of making El Paso an 
industrial powerhouse "re¬ 
ally laid the groundwork for 
Beta's rise, even before he 
had probablymetorheard 
of him." 

In the 1990s, Sanders had 
been dubbed the 'Warren 
Buffettof real estate "fora c- 
quisitions and investments 
that put him in control of a 
massive portfolio of money¬ 
making commercial, indus¬ 
trial and residential proper¬ 
ties and made him one of 
America's largest landlords. 
Investment partnerships 
tied to Sanders generated 
more tha n $780,000 in inter¬ 
est and dividend income 
for Beto and Amy O'Rourke 
overthe lastdecade,taxre- 
tums show. Sanders found¬ 


ed and built the company 
that became Chicago's re¬ 
nowned La Salle Partners 
It was a one-stop shop for 
some of America's largest 
corporations for acquiring 
and managing buildings, 
land and property. He sold 
his stake in La Salle in 1989 
and left for New Mexico. 

In the 1990s, Sanders found¬ 
ed the Security Capital 
Group and builtcompanies 
that owned warehouses, 
storage units, office build¬ 
ings and parking garages 
Sanders took a dim view 
of real estate moguls like 
Donald Trump who moved 
from one splashy deal to 
the next. Sanders purposely 
avoided skyscrapers in fa¬ 
vor of less risky and lower 
maintenance properties 
that he considered more 
lucrative for share holders. 

"I don't give a dam what a 
building looks like; I want to 


be very confide nt tha tit isa 
strategic asset,"he said in a 
rare 2006 interview with an 
industry magazine. 

Sanders, who sold Secu¬ 
rity Capital for $2.1 billion 
in 2001, usually relished the 
low profile such venturesaf- 
forded him. That changed 
after O'Rourke joined the 
city council in 2005 and 
Sanders led a group of busi¬ 
nesspeople who released 
a plan to redevelop down¬ 
town. O'Rourke initially vot¬ 
ed to move it forward. But 
many low-income, immi¬ 
grant residents said it raised 
the specter of El Paso us¬ 
ing eminent domain to dis¬ 
place some of its most mar¬ 
ginalized residents while 
benefiting developers 
The plan eventually stalled 
and O'Rourke has repeat¬ 
edly denied conflict-of-in¬ 
terest complaints. Still, crit¬ 
ics, including El Paso attor¬ 
ney Stephanie Townsend 
Allala, say O'Rourke con¬ 
sistently backed his father- 
in-law's interests and "not 
once has he supported the 
grassroots side." 

"Beta's standing was aided 
by his billionaire father- 
in-law, and the billionaire 
father-in-law was aided by 
Beta's standing," she said. 
O'Rourke's bid forelection 
to the U.S. Congress began 
with a primary challenge to 
veteran Democratic Rep. 
Silvestre Reyes in 2012, and 
Sanders was again there 
to help. A super PAC, the 
Campaign for Primary Ac¬ 
countability, wasco-found- 
ed by a Houston business¬ 
man and GOP donor that 
election cycle to target 
incumbents from both par¬ 
ties and try to send new 
facesto Congress. □ 
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W.Va. coal billionaire Cline killed in helicopter crash 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) 

— Coal tycoon Chris Cline, 
who worked his way out 
of West Virginia's under¬ 
ground mines to amass a 
fortune and become a ma¬ 
jor Republican donor, has 
died in a helicopter crash 
outside a string of islands 
he owned in the Bahamas 
Cline and his 22-year-old 
daughter Kameron were 
on board the aircraft with 
five others when it went 
down "Thursday, a spokes 
man for his attorney Brian 
Glassersaid Friday. 

The death of the 60-year- 
old magnate led to eulo¬ 
gies from industry leaders, 
government officials and 
academics, who described 
Cline as a visionary who 
was generous with his $1.8 
billion fortune. 

"He was a very farsighted 
entrepreneur," said Bill 
Raney, president of the 
West Virginia Coal Associa¬ 
tion. 'Chris was just one of 
those folks who had the Mi- 
dastouch." 

Raney said Cline began 
toiling in the mines of 
southern West Virginia at a 
young age, rising through 
the ranks of his father's 
company quickly with a 
reserved demeanor and 
savvy business moves 
He formed his own energy 
development business, the 
Cline Group, which grew 
into one of the country's 
top coal producers. 

When he thought mining 
in the Appalachian region 
was drying up, he started 
buying reserves in the Illinois 
Basin in what turned out to 
be a smart investment in 
high sulfur coal, according 
to the website of Missouri- 


based Foresight Energy, a 
company he formed. 

Cline sold most of his in¬ 
terest in Foresight for $1.4 
billion and then dropped 
$150 million into a metal¬ 
lurgical coal mine in Nova 
Scotia, according to a 2017 
Forbes article titled, 'Chris 
Cline Could Be "The Last 
Coal Tycoon Standing ." 

"The piece captured hisop- 
ulence: A mansion in West 
Virginia with a manmade 
lake big enough to water- 
ski on and a pasture that in¬ 
cluded a while stallion stud 
name Fabio. A gun collec¬ 
tion so deep that federal 
officials would take stock 
once a month. A 200-foot 
(61-meter) yacht called 
Mine Games. 

His deep pockets eventu¬ 
ally opened to politics: He 
donated heavily to Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump and 
other Republicans. Cline 
gave the president's inau¬ 
gural committee $1 million 
in 2017 and shared thou¬ 
sands more with conserva¬ 
tive groupsas well ascom- 
mittees representing GOP 
bigs such as Senate Major¬ 
ity LeaderMitch McConnell 
and Florida Sen. Marco Ru¬ 
bio, according to federal 
records. 

He also gave to academia, 
bestowing at least $8.5 mil¬ 
lion on Marshall University in 
West Virginia. 

"Ourheartsare heavy,"said 
Ma rsha II University President 
Jerome A. Gilbert. 'Chris's 
generosity to our research 
and athletics programs has 
made a mark on Marshall 
University and our students 
for many years to come." 
Authorities began search¬ 
ing forthe copter after po¬ 


lice received a report from 
Florida that Cline's helicop¬ 
ter failed to arrive in Fort 
Lauderdale as expected 
on Thursday, Bahamas Po¬ 
lice Supt. Shanta Knowles 
told The Associated Press. 
The bodies of the four 
women and three men 
were recovered Thursday 
a nd ta ken to the Ba ha mia n 
capitalof Nassauto be offi¬ 
cially identified, said Delvin 
Major, chief investigator for 
the Bahamas'Air Accident 
Investigation Department. 
The Augusta AW139 heli¬ 
copter was still in the water 
on Friday, and based on 
preliminary information, she 
did not believe there had 
been a distress call before 
the helicopter when down. 
The cause of the crash is 
still undetermined, officials 
said. 

A Royal Bahamas Police 
Force statement said au¬ 
thorities and locals found 
the site 2 miles (3 kilome¬ 
ters) off Big Grand Cay, 
a group of private islands 
Cline bought in 2014forless 
than the $11.5 million ask¬ 
ing price. 

Bahamas real-estate agent 
John Christie, who sold the 
land, said Big Grand Cay 
was developed by the late 
Robert Abplanalp, inven¬ 
tor of the modem aerosol 
spray valve and a friend 
of President Richard Nix¬ 
on. The property became 
known as an escape for 
Nixon in the 1970s. 

Big Grand Cay comprises 
about 213 acres (86 hect¬ 
ares) distributed overabout 
half a dozen narrow islands 
At the time of its sale, the 
property's mansion sat on 
a bluff overlooking the

She took a deep breath 
and fired three shots, the 
first time she's ever used a 
gun. One bullet pierced 
the shooter's forehead. 
"Nice work,"a police officer 
told herastheyexchanged 
high-fives in front of card¬ 
board props representing 
the gunman and student. 
Miramontes recently joined 
30 other Utah teachers at 
a series of trainings where 
police instructed them on 
how to respond to an ac¬ 
tive shooter. Teachers went 
through the shooting drill 


inside a warehouse set up 
to look like a school, then 
moved outside to a shoot¬ 
ing range. 

Active shooter training for 
educators is becoming 
more common nationwide, 
and Utah is one of several 
states that generally al¬ 
low permit holders to cany 
guns in public schools Oth¬ 
er states, including Florida 
and Texas, have programs 
that allow certain teachers 
to be a rmed if they a re a p- 
proved undera setofstipu- 
lations. 

Utah County Sheriff Mike 
Smith said the popularity 
of concealed cany permits 
in Utah makes such train¬ 
ings even more important. 
About half the teachers 
brought their own hand- 
gunsto the shooting range. 
"If teachers are going to 
be bringing firearms into 


schools, let's make sure 
they know how to handle 
them safely,"Smith said. 

At least 39 states require 
lockdown, active-shooter 
or similar safety drills, ac¬ 
cording to the Education 
Commission of the States 
Other states have less ex¬ 
plicit requirements or leave 
it to districts. Utah requires 
its elementary schools to 
conduct at least one safe¬ 
ty drill each month, and 
its secondary schools to 
have detailed emergency 
response plans. Ihe fire¬ 
arm training is voluntary, 
but the Utah County Sher¬ 
iff's Teachers Academy al¬ 
ready has a waiting list for 
its next four-week progra m. 
Despite increasing preva¬ 
lence, some school safety 
experts aren't in favor of 
firearmstraining and worry 
that such lessons could 


cause undue stressorharm. 
"Are policetasking teachers 
to perform a law enforce¬ 
ment responsibility by arm¬ 
ing them to protect others? 
We have to be cautious of 
what we ask people to do 
in these traumatic, stressful 
situations," said Ken Trump, 
a school safety expert with 
the National School Safety 
and Security Servicescon¬ 
suiting firm. 

Miramontes said herteach- 
erfriendsin Utah and other 
states debated about it on 
Facebook. But after the 
training, she said she felt 
empowered. 

"I know how to protect my¬ 
self and my students now; I 
know what to expect if the 
worst happens,"she said. 

At the recent session, offi¬ 
cers showed teachers how 
to disarm a gunman, where 
to shoot on the body, how 


to properly aim and unload 
a firearm. They also went 
over de-escalation tech¬ 
niques, self-defense and 
medical responses such as 
howto pack a wound and 
tie a tourniquet on a child. 
Officers spent months de¬ 
signing the course and lo¬ 
cal businesses donated 
money and equipment. 
Attendees paid $20 to par¬ 
ticipate. 

Between bites of pastries, 
teachers relayed their 
fears: 

'Will the gunman leave af¬ 
ter I shoot them?" 

"How do I protect the chil¬ 
dren when they come?" 
"fhe sun stretched over the 
mountains as teachers put 
down their coffee and 
strapped into bulletproof 
vests, goggles and protec¬ 
tive head gear. Above the 
ringing of gunshots, some 
teachersdiscussed summer 
vacation plans and class¬ 
room supply lists. 

Sandy Grow, a special 
needs educator at a Lehi 
middle school, said the 
massacres at Parkland and 
Sandy Hook left her feeling 
unsafe at work. A gunman 
killed 17 people at Marjory 
Stone man Douglas High 
School in Parkland, Florida, 
last year. In 2012, 20 chil¬ 
dren and six educators 
were killed in a shooting 
at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Newtown, Con¬ 
nects ut. 

'The idea of being trapped 
in a classroom with my stu¬ 
dents and not being able 
to protect them bothered 
me,"she said. "I wantto de¬ 
fend them and keep them 
safe, not be a sitting duck." 
Mike Ericksen thinks a lot 
about how to keep stu¬ 
dents safe at Mountain 
View High School, where 
he's the principal and his 
son is a student. In 2016, 
before he began working 
there, five students were 
stabbed in the boy's locker 
room. Reloading his hand¬ 
gun for target practice, Er¬ 
icksen said the training has 
left him better prepared 
to fight back if someone 
threatens his school. 

"I'm more confident in 
my skills and what to do if 
something happens," he 
said. "I'm not as nervous 
now. I can help.'O

PHOENIX (AP) — Prosecu¬ 
tors can no longer seek 
the death penalty against 
a Mexican immigrant 
charged with murderin the 
2015 shooting death of a 
convenience store clerk in 
a Phoenix suburb because 
the accused is intellectu¬ 
ally disabled, a judge has 
ruled. 

Ihe ruling Wednesday 
means Apolinar Altami- 
rano will face life in prison 
if he's convicted of first- 
degree murderin the killing 
of 21-year-old clerk Grant 
Ronnebeck at the store in 
Mesa. 

The case against Altamira- 
no has been cited by Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump, who 
has railed against crimes 
committed against Ameri¬ 
can citizens by immigrants 
who are the United States 
illegally. 

Trump, who has created a 
new office to serve victims 
of immigration crimes and 
their relatives, has invoked 
such crimes at rallies, point¬ 
ing to case after case in 
which people were killed 
by immigrant assailants 
who slipped through the 
cracks. 

It's unclear whether pros¬ 
ecutors will appeal the rul¬ 
ing. 'We are reviewing the 
analysis and the record to 
assess next steps," accord¬ 
ing to a statement from the 
Maricopa County Attor¬ 
ney's Office, which is pros¬ 
ecuting Altamirano. 
Altamirano is a citizen of 
Mexico who has lived in

CHICAGO (AP) - Police 
said a false report of gun¬ 
fire set off a stampede 
that trampled more than a 
dozen people atChicago's 
annual J uly 4 fireworks dis¬ 
play Thursday at Navy Pier, 
where thousands of revel¬ 
ers had crowded the Lake 
Michigan shore. 

Three others were stabbed 
when a fight broke out af- 
tera group of young males 
flashed gang signs, authori¬ 
ties said. Three people suf¬ 
fered non-life-threatening 
injuries. 

Chicago Police spokes¬ 
woman Kellie Bartoli said 
police were searching Fri¬ 
day for two male suspects 
in the stabbings. 

The Navy Pier incidents oc¬ 
curred just after 10 p.m. on 
what is one of the bigger 
events of the year at the 
lakeside showplace. The 
stabbing occurred among 
groups of males, Bartoli 
said. 

A 14-year-old boy was 
stabbed in the arm and 
rib area and a 15-year-old 
boy was stabbed in the 
armpit. Both were trans¬ 
ported to Lurie Children's 
Hospital and were reported 
in stable condition. 

A 30-year-old man not in¬ 
volved in the altercation 
suffered stab wounds to 
the face and arm but said 
he did not see the offend¬ 
er nor did he remember 
any details about the inci¬ 
dent, Bartoli said. He was 
at Northwestern University 
Hospital in stable condition. 
Also, a 16-year-old boy, ini¬ 
tially thought to have been 
stabbed, actually sus¬ 


tained a puncture wound 
to his leg after running into 
a table. 

Police officers believe 
that after that altercation, 
someone threw firecrack¬ 
ers at the pier, prompting 
shouts of "gun" or "shots 
fired,"and spurring a "stam¬ 
pede" that injured "approx¬ 
imately 13" people, Bartoli 
said. The initial reports of 
gunfire were inaccurate, 
police said. 

Those who were injured 
while running or falling 
in the melee were taken 
to hospitals with non-life- 
threatening injuries, said 
anotherpolice spokesman, 
Rocco Alioto. 

Rachel Schar, who'sa serv¬ 
er at the waterfront restau¬ 
rant Harry Caray's Tavem, 
said that during ensuing 
panic crowds of visitors 
swarmed the restaurant for 
at least 10 minutes to es¬ 
cape what they believed 
was an active shooter at 
the pier. 


"It was pure chaos," the 
22-year-old told the Chi¬ 
cago Tribune. "I literally 
thought I wasgoing to die." 
Schar said she was col¬ 
lecting credit cards from 
a party table when she 
heard screaming, shoes 
rapidly pounding the pave¬ 
ment and shouts about a 
gun and people stabbed 
outside. She said she was 
tackled during that pande¬ 
monium and then sprinted 
upstairs into an office. 
Elsewhere in the city, the 
typically violent 4th of July 
holiday had already seen 
35 people shot in Chica¬ 
go, five fatally, with three 
days to go in the week¬ 
end. Mayor Lori Ughtfoot, 
who tookoffice in May and 
has made curbing gun vio¬ 
lence a priority, followed 
recent years' practice by 
pouring an extra 1,500 po¬

POZNAN, Poland (AP) — 

German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel sought Friday 
to reassure Western Balkan 
nations aspiring to join the 
European Union that there 
isstrong supportforthe pro¬ 
cess in the EU, saying that 
the bloc sees their integra¬ 
tion to be in its strategic in¬ 
terest. 

Merkel, along with British 
Prime Minister Theresa May 
and EU foreign policy chief 
Federica Mogherini, joined 
a high-level meeting in 
Poznan, Poland, between 
leaders from the Western 
Balkans and from some EU 
countries that aimed to 
show that the integration 
process remains robust, 
despite an apparent slow¬ 
down. 

The EU membership candi¬ 
dates a re Montenegro, Ser¬ 
bia, North Macedonia and 
Albania, while Bosnia and 
Kosovo are potential can¬ 
didates 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 


ence that concluded the 
meeting, Merkel stressed 
that it is the EU's "strategic 
interest" to integrate West¬ 
ern Balkans, which border 
the 28-member club on al¬ 
most a II sides. 

She especially praised 


North Macedonia's "cour¬ 
age" in trying to overcome 
divisive issues with its neigh¬ 
bors, especially a dispute 
over its official name with 
Greece that was resolved 
this year, thus paving the 
way for North Macedonia 


to start EU accession nego¬ 
tiations. 

'That was a huge step. We 
waited foryearsforthisstep 
and we are very relieved," 
Merkel said. 

"I look optimistically toward 
the autumn," when the ne¬ 


gotiations could potentially 
open, she said. 

Standing alongside Merkel, 
the prime ministers of Bul¬ 
garia and of North Mace¬ 
donia, Boyko Borissov and 
ZDran Sev, argued that 
the Western Balkans are 
part of Europe and are sur¬ 
rounded by EU nationsand 
so rightly belong in the club. 
The Western Balkans na- 
tionsa re seeking EU reassur¬ 
ances after so me leaders in 
the 28-member bloc have 
spoken against further en¬ 
largement of the bloc, cit¬ 
ing the EU'sown integration 
issues. 

No time frame for their ac¬ 
cession has been set, even 
though individual applica¬ 
tions were filed 10 years 
ago and more. 

The latest EU strategy forthe 
region suggests member¬ 
ship for Montenegro and 
Serbia by 2025, but says 
that goal is "extremely am¬ 
bitious" There are worries 
that the EU's procrastina¬ 
tion may leave the region 
open for Russia, Turkey and 
China to gain influenceO

manitarian group whose 
boat hasbeen barred from 
docking in Lampedusa 
said it is waiting for about 
40 migrants still onboard 
to be transferred to Malta 
on military patrols, a move 
that could possibly avert 
another stand off with Italy's 
populist government. 
Mediterranea Saving Hu¬ 
mans said Friday in a tweet 
that its sailing boat ALEX 
was just outside Italian ter¬ 
ritorial waters, just off the 
southernmost island of 
Lampedusa, and thatit has 
been banned from enter¬ 
ing Italian jurisdiction by 
ministerial decree. 

However, due to their frag¬ 
ile health, 13 migrants were 
taken off disembarked by 
an Italian coastguard boat 
and taken to Lampedusa. 
Three pregnant women 
were given ultrasounds be¬ 
fore being allowed off the 
boat. Four children and 
one unaccompanied mi- 
norwere part of the group 
allowed to disembark. 


Given the condition of 
those on board, the NGO 
had requested that the 
migrants, rescued from a 
rubber dinghy Thursday off 
Ubya, be transferred to Ital¬ 
ian or Maltese patrol boats. 
It said in light of the condi¬ 


tion of the migrants that it 
couldn't make the trip to 
the Mediterranean island 
of Malta itself. 

Malta said Thursday that it 
will take the migrants in a 
deal with Italy to take an 
equal number already in 


Malta. The deal appears 
aimed at avoiding what 
would be the 21st stand¬ 
off between Italy's populist 
government and humani¬ 
tarian groups rescuing mi- 
grantsatsea. 

The NGO said the ministeri¬ 


al decree is illegitimate be¬ 
cause it can't be applied to 
a ship carrying people res¬ 
cued atsea, and because 
Italy can't ban an Italian- 
flagged ship from entering 
its waters. 

Meanwhile, German hu¬ 
manitarian group Sea-Eye 
said one of its rescue ships 
has picked up 65 people 
who were found in a large 
dinghy about 34 miles (55 
kilometers) off Ubya'scoast. 
Sea-Eye said on its Face- 
book page that the crew 
of the Alan Kurdi brought 
the African migrants on 
board their vessel early Fri¬ 
day. It added that Ubyan 
authorities failed to re¬ 
spond to communication 
for more than three hours 
It was unclear whether the 
Alan Kurdi will try to dock in 
Italy too. 

Italian Interior Minister Mat- 
teo Salvini said Friday that 
none of the rescued mi¬ 
grants will arrive in Italy. 
Referring to the Alan Kurdi 
ship, he said 'the Geiman 
NGO can choose between

U.N. Security Council on Fri¬ 
day called on Libya's war¬ 
ring parties to urgently de- 
escalate fighting and com¬ 
mit to a cease-fire, and it 
condemned a deadly at¬ 
tack on a detention center 
for migrants near the capi¬ 
tal Tripoli. 

The U.N.'s most powerful 
body also called on the 
parties to rapidly return to 
U.N.-mediated political 
talks 

The council press statement 
was the first approved by 
all 15 members since self- 
styled Ubyan National 
Army leader, Field Marshal 
Khalifa Hifter, launched a 
military offensive on April 
4 aimed at taking Tripoli, 
though it had previously 
issued weaker press "ele¬ 
ments." 

The statement was spurred 
by Tuesday night's airstrike 
on the detention center in 
Tajoura, which the council 
said killed 53 people and 
injured over 130 others 
The International Organiza¬ 
tion for Migration said Fri¬ 
day that six children were 
among those killed. 


The Security Council held 
emergency closed consul¬ 
tations Wednesday after¬ 
noon, but diplomats said 
then that the United States 
needed additional time to 
considerthe text of a state¬ 
ment condemning the at¬ 


tack. 

A U.N.-supported, butweak 
government contra Is Tripoli, 
overseeing the country's 
west, while a rival govern¬ 
ment aligned with Hifter 
controls much of the east 
and south. Each is backed 


by an array of militias and 
armed groups fighting over 
resources and territory. 

The Tripoli-based govern¬ 
ment blamed Hitter's LNA 
and its foreign backers for 
the a irstrike. The LNA, for 
its part, says it targeted a 


nearby militia position and 
denies striking the hangar 
where the migrants were 
being held. U.N. human 
rights chief Michelle Bach- 
elet said the attack might 
amount to a warcrime. 

In Friday's statement, the 
council expressed "deep 
concern" at the worsen¬ 
ing humanitarian situation 
in Ubya and at conditions 
in detention centers it said 
"a re the responsibility of the 
Ubyan government." 

A civil war in Ubya in 2011 
toppled and later killed 
longtime dictator Moam- 
marGadhafi. In the chaos 
that followed, the oil-rich 
North African country was 
divided. 

Hifter launched his offen¬ 
sive days before a national 
conference of all Ubyan 
parties aimed at agreeing 
on electionsfora new gov¬ 
ernment was scheduled to 
begin — and despite his 
commitments to move to¬ 
ward elections. 

He has received support 
from Egypt, France, the 
United Arab Emirates, Saudi 
Arabia and Russia and says 
he is determined to restore 
stability to Ubya. O 


G erma n official says C 02 c ha ige should benefit the poor

BERLIN (AP) — Germany's 
environment minister said 
Friday that a proposed 
charge on carbon emis- 
sionsshould benefit people 
on low incomes and those 
who use less fossil fuel, a mid 
concern that measures 
aimed at curbing climate 
change could stoke social 
unrest. 

The German government 
is debating whether to put 
a price on carbon to help 
meet national targets for 
cutting man-made green¬ 
house gas emissions, which 
are blamed for global 
warming. 


Several other countries al¬ 
ready have orplan to intro¬ 
duce such a tax, including 
France, Britain and much of 
Scandinavia. Experts says 
that a surcharge for car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions can 
encourage people to use 
less fuel, but risks hitting the 
poormore heavily than the 
rich. Plans to raise fuel duty 
in France contributed to 
months of a nti-govemment 
protests by workers fearing 
financial hardship. 

"It's really important to me 
to avoid unfairly burdening 
those with low a nd med ium 
incomes, and especially 
affected groups such as 


commuters and tenants," 
said Svenja Schulze, Ger¬ 
many's environment minis¬ 
ter. 

Speaking at the presen¬ 
tation of three indepen¬ 
dent expert studies com¬ 
missioned by her office, 
Schulze insisted the funds 
generated from a carbon 
charge on transport and 
heating fuel would be re¬ 
distributed again. 

At the same time, citizens 
— including children — 
would get up to 100 euros 
($112.88) each back per 
year, resulting in a net in¬ 
come gain for low-earners 
and familiesO

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — A for¬ 
mer leader of Iran's pow¬ 
erful Revolutionary Guard 
said Friday that the Islamic 
Republic should consider 
seizing a British oil tanker in 
response to authorities de¬ 
taining an Iranian oil tanker 
off the coast of Gibraltar. 
The comments by Mohsen 
Rezaei came amid height¬ 
ened tensions over Iran's 
unraveling 2015 nuclear 
deal with Western powers, 
which the U.S. withdrew 
from lastyear. 

"If England does not re¬ 
lease the Iranian oil tanker, 
the duty ... (of Iran) is to re¬ 
spond and seize one Eng¬ 
lish oil tanker," he said in a 
tweet. 

In recent days, Iran has 
broken through the limit the 
deal put on its stockpile of 
low-enriched uranium and 
plans on Sunday to boost 
its enrichment. In the past 
months, the U.S. has rushed 
thousands of additional 
troops, an aircraft car¬ 
rier, B-52 bombers and ad¬ 
vanced fighter jets to the 


region. 

Rezaei led the Guard dur¬ 
ing Iran's 1980s'Tanker War" 
in the Persian Gulf targeting 
the oil trade of the U.S. and 
its Arab allies 

It was a striking comment 


from Rezaei, one that cur¬ 
rent officials have yet to 
make. 

Iran's Foreign Ministry 
spokesman earlier called 
on the U.K. to release the 
tanker. 


Authorities in Gibraltar in¬ 
tercepted the supertanker 
on Thursday, saying they 
believed it to be breaching 
European Union sanctions 
by carrying a shipment of 
Iranian crude oil to Syria. 


Spanish authorities said the 
seizure came atthe request 
of the U.S. 

A spokesman for the gov¬ 
ernment of Gibraltar, who 
wasn't authorized to be 
identified by name in me¬ 
dia reports, said that all 28 
crew members remain on 
the vessel while being in¬ 
terviewed as witnesses and 
notquestioned undercrimi¬ 
nal procedures. 

The crew is made of mainly 
Indian, Pakistani and Ukrai¬ 
nian nationals, he said. 

A local newspaper, the Gi¬ 
braltar Chronicle, reported 
Friday that the supertanker 
can only be detained for72 
hours unless the Supreme 
Court of the British overseas 
territory extends the dead¬ 
line while the probe is con¬ 
ducted. 

U.S. national security ad¬ 
viser John Bolton tweeted 
that the ship's seizure was 
"excellent news." 

"America & our allies will 
continue to prevent re¬ 
gimes in Tehran & Damas¬ 
cus from profiting off this il¬ 
licit trade,"Bolton added .Q

— Leaders of Sudan's pro¬ 
democracy movement on 
Friday welcomed a new 
power-sharing agreement 
with the ruling military coun¬ 
cil as a victory for their "rev¬ 
olution," raising hopes for 
an end to the three-month 
standoff with the generals 
and deadly violence. 

The emerging deal could 
break the political im¬ 
passe that has gripped the 
country since the military 
ousted the longtime auto¬ 
crat Omaral-Bashirin April, 
amid an uprising against his 
rule. 

'Today, our revolution has 
won and ourvictory shines," 
said a statement posted 
early Friday on the Face- 
book page of the Suda¬ 
nese Professionals'Associa¬ 
tion, which hasspearhead- 
ed the protests 
Talks on a power-sharing 
agreement had collapsed 
when security forces razed 
a protest camp outside 


the military headquarters in 
Khartoum on J une 3. More 
than a hundred people 
were killed since then, ac¬ 
cording to the protesters. 

In the ensuing weeks, pro¬ 
testers stayed in the streets 
demanding that the gen¬

The council will include five 
civilians representing the 
protest movement and five 
military members. An elev¬ 
enth seat will go to a civil¬ 
ian chosen by both parties. 
A military member will pre¬ 
side overthe council during 


the first 21 months, followed 
by a civilian memberafter, 
according to the state¬ 
ment. 

This suggests a significant 
concession on the part of 
pro-democracy forces, 
which had insisted that the 
sovereign council have 
only a civilian president. 
However, the deal did se¬ 
cure another key demand 
— that protest leaders 
select the members of a 
technocratic Cabinet to 
be formed independently 
from the generals 
The African Union and Ethi¬ 
opia made intensive efforts 
to bring the generals and 
the protesters back to the 
negotiating table. 
Negotiations resumed ear¬ 
lier this week after tens of 
thousands of demonstra¬ 
tors flooded the streets of 
Sudan's main cities over 
the weekend in the biggest 
show of numbers since the 
razing of the protesters' sit- 
in camp.

Kong's societal divide 
showed no sign of closing 
Friday as students rebuffed 
an offer from city leader 
Carrie Lam to meet and a 
few thousand mothers ral¬ 
lied in support of young 
protesters who left a trail of 
destruction in the legisla¬ 
ture's building atthe startof 
the week. 

"Don't feel lonely, dad and 
mum will support you" read 
one of many handwritten 
messages held aloft at a 
"Hong Kong Mothers"rally. 
One speaker, university 
professor Sealing Cheng, 
asked who was responsible 
for the destruction of the 
legislature, implying that 
an arrogant government 
had driven the protesters to 
break into the building and 
rampage through it. 

'Our hearts ache for the 
young protesters and our 
society tom a part," she said 
in a speech to the crowd of 
mostly women. 

The mainland's economic 
influence loomed large at 
the rally, held in a square 
under the towering offices 
of the Bank of China and 


otherChinese banks. Many 
young people feel left out 
of the China-driven econ¬ 
omy, struggling to make 
ends meet and stuck in tiny 
apartments because of 
soaring real estate prices. 
Iheythinka democratically 
elected govemmentwould 
be more responsive to their 
needsthan one chosen by 
pro-Beijing elites who ben¬ 


efit from the economic ties 
to the mainland. 

The Monday night assault 
on the legislature — in 
which glass walls were 
shattered, slogans spray- 
painted over the walls and 
the electronic voting sys¬ 
tem destroyed — seems to 
have hardened positions 
on both sides. 

"fhe pro-Beijing establish¬ 


ment condemned the 
violence, as did the Chi¬ 
nese government. On the 
other side, a large swath 
of Hong Kong's popula¬ 
tion expressed sympathy 
for the students, seeing 
them as having sacrificed 
fora shared cause, that of 
preventing an erosion of 
freedoms and increased 
Chinese influence overthe 


semi-a uto no mo us territory. 
Lam, who disappeared 
from public view for two 
weeksas protests mounted, 
pledged to do a betterjob 
of listening to the voices of 
young people in a morning 
speech on Monday, a holi¬ 
day that marked the 22nd 
anniversary of the return of 
Hong Kong from British rule 
to China. 

But her invitation later in 
the week to meet behind 
closed doors was rebuffed 
by student unions at two 
Hong Kong universities as 
insincere and a publicity 
gimmic k.

Sri Lanka'stop court stays executions until Oct 30

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) 

— Sri La nka'sSupreme C ourt 
on Friday issued a tempo¬ 
rary injunction against the 
execution of four people, 
a week after the country's 
president announced he 
would end the country's 
43-year moratorium on the 
death penalty. 

The court issued the injunc¬ 
tion until Oct. 30 in response 
to a petition filed by a con¬ 
vict on death row against 
the move by President Mai- 
thripala Sirisena to execute 
the four people convicted 
of drug offenses. The Su¬ 
preme Court will take up 
the case again on Oct. 29. 
Sirisena announced last 
week that he has signed 
death warrants for the four 
amid alarm over drug-re¬ 
lated crime in the country. 
He said the dates of the ex¬ 
ecutions have been decid¬ 


ed, but they have not yet 
been announced. 

Sirisena has said narcotic 
drugs have become a 
menace with 300,000 ad¬ 
dicts across the island na¬ 
tion, which authorities say 
is being used by dealers 
as a transit hub. He said 
60% of the country's 24,000 
inmates were jailed for 
drug-related offenses Sri 
Lanka's prisons were built 
to accommodate 11,000 
people. 

Drug trafficking is a capi¬ 
tal offense, but no prison¬ 
ers have been executed 
since 1976. Currently, 1,299 
prisonersare on death row, 
including 48 convicted of 
drug offenses. 

In April, police publicly de¬ 
stroyed 770 kilo grams (1,695 
pounds) of drugs seized in 
2016and 2017. Police have 
seized 731 kilograms (1,608 
pounds) of heroin, 1 kilo¬ 
gram (2.2 pounds) of co¬ 


caine and 1,607 kilograms 
(3,535 pounds) of marijua¬ 
na so far this year. 
Marijuana isthe most wide¬ 
ly used illegal drug in Sri 
Lanka, followed by heroin 
and cocaine. Drug-related 
arrests rose 2% in 2017 from 
the previous year to 81,156. 
Last week, prison authori¬ 
ties recruited two new 
hangmen to carry out the 
execution orders after the 
two previous hangmen quit 
— in 2014 and last year — 
without executing anyone. 
Sirisena's move is facing 
mounting criticism from 
rights groups and foreign 
governments, including the 
European Union. 

Sirisena, who visited the 
Philippines in January, 
praised President Rodrigo 
Duterte's harsh crackdown 
on illegal drugs as "an ex¬ 
ample to the world."Thou¬ 
sands of suspects, mostly 
urban poor, have been

— Venezuela's President 
Nicolas Madura oversaw 
a grand military parade to 
mark the country'sindepen- 
dence day Friday, reveling 
in his might ascommander 
in chief as the embattled 
socialist leader comes un¬ 
der mounting criticism for 
using brutal tactics to crush 
his opponents. 

Madura applauded and 
pumped his fist as soldiers 
marched past, tanks rolled 
by and fighter jets streaked 
overhead at a Caracas 
military base. A unit of cam¬ 
ouflaged special forces, 
guns drawn, shouted their 
loyalty as they paraded by 
the presidential reviewing 
stand. 

"We look to the heavens, 
asking for peace," Madura 
said. "All the while our mili¬ 
tary exercises play out. We 
plead to God with our mis¬ 
siles pointed." 

Ihe parade served as a 
demonstration of Madura's 
continuing support from 
the military a mid a political 
standoff with opposition 
leaderj uan Guaido, who is 
trying to oust Madura and 
has the backing of more 
than 50 nations, including 
the United States 
Guaido, who led a rival 
march across town Friday, 
claimed presidential pow¬ 


ers in J anuary, at the time 
drawing throngs of sup¬ 
porters for demonstrations 
against Madura, who has 
overseen the oil-rich na¬ 
tion's historic collapse. More 
than 4 million Venezuelans 
have left the country amid 
food and medicine short- 
agesand crushing inflation. 
As head of the opposition- 
controlled National As 
sembly, Guaido claims 
that Madura's election in 
2018 to a second, six-year 


term is illegitimate because 
the most popular political 
figures and parties were 
barred from running. 
Madura refuses to step 
aside, blaming Venezuela's 
woeson an economic war 
against the country led by 
the Trump administration, 
and Guaido has not been 
able to lure a critical mass 
ofsoldiersto backhim. 

In his brief address, Madura 
renewed his call for a dia¬ 
logue with the opposition. 


As he spoke, members of 
Venezuela's militia each 
held a cardboard box of 
the type used to distribute 
govern me nt-subsid ized 
food. Despite the splashy 
military parade, Madura 
has had some defectors. 
Colombian authorities say 
a few hundred soldiers 
have abandoned Madura 
in recent months 
Most notably, Madura's spy 
chief Gen. Manuel Cris- 
topher Figuera fled after 


a failed military uprising 
staged April 30 with Guaido 
and another popular op¬ 
position leader, Leopoldo 
Lopez. Now in the United 
States, Cristopher Figuera 
says his mission is to "seek 
help to free my country 
from disgrace." 

In a sign of increasing in¬ 
ternational repudiation of 
Madura, the U.N. high com¬ 
missioner for human rights, 
Michelle Bachelet, issued 
a scathing report Thursday 
accusing Venezuela's se¬ 
curity forces of nearly 5,300 
killings last year. 
Venezuelans interviewed 
by the human rights work¬ 
ers referred to a particu¬ 
lar security unit, FAES, as a 
"death squad" or "extermi¬ 
nation group." 

Madura's government has 
also undermined the rule of 
law and dismantled demo¬ 
cratic institutions, the U.N. 
reported. 'These measures 
are aimed at neutralizing, 
repressing and criminalizing 
political opponents and 
people critical of the Gov¬ 
ernment,"the report said. 
Deputy Foreign MinisterWil- 
liam Castillo blasted the 
report, saying it failed to 
reflect 'the reality in our 
country." He demanded 
the report be corrected 
and said the govern¬ 
ment would heed "con¬ 
structive" and "balanced" 
recommend a tionsQ 


Mexico issues arrest warranto for ex-Femex boss, relatives

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mex¬ 
ico's attorney general's of¬ 
fice said Friday that new 


arrest warrants have been 
issued for the former head 
of the state oil company 
and several of his relatives. 


In a statement, prosecutors 
said that the warrants for 
Emilio Lozoya and others 
are related to their investi¬ 
gation into wrongdoing by 
the Brazilian construction 
behemoth Odebrecht. 

The targets were only iden¬ 
tified by their first names, 
but an official in the at¬ 
torney general's office 
who was not authorized to 
speak publicly, confirmed 
that it was Lozoya. 

Attorney JavierCoello told 
Milenio TV that the warrant 
for his client wasn't surpris¬ 
ing, but it was a shock that 
Lozoya's wife, mother and 
sisterwere also included. 
"What does Mr. Lozoya's 
wife have to do with this? 
What does his mom have 
to do with this?"Coello said, 


adding that he believed 
Lozoya was in Mexico. 

The attorney general's of¬ 
fice said that Interpol had 
also been notified of the 
warrants It said sufficient 
evidence waspresented to 
a judge to allow advance¬ 
ment in "a case that for a 
long time was frozen in a 
reprehensible way." 

Brazil's so-called CarWash 
investigation into illicit pay¬ 
ments by Odebrecht to 
government officials has 
led to multiple arrests and 
prosecutions in Latin Ameri¬ 
can countriesoverthe past 
five years, but none in Mex¬ 
ico. 

Earlier this year, the attor¬ 
ney general's office also 
sought an arrest warrant 
for Lozoya in relation to the 


2015 sale of a fertilizer plant 
to state-run oil company 
PetroleosMexicanos, or Pe¬ 
mex, at an inflated price, 
although the formerexecu- 
tive has denied wrongdo¬ 
ing. 

In late 2016, Odebrechtand 
Braskem, a petrochemi¬ 
cal subsidiary, reached an 
agreement with American, 
Brazilian and Swiss justice 
officials to pay $3.5 billion in 
penalties. 

As part of that accord, 
Odebrecht divulged de¬ 
tails on bribes across sev¬ 
eral countries. It said it pa id 
$10.5 million to officials at 
Pemex between 2010 and 
2014.

He 
sank four putts from 20-plus 
feet, including the No. 7 
and No. 8 holes during a 
commanding surge on his 
second nine. 

'You're not going to be per¬ 
fect, but I can keep driving 
it well just like I have been, 
and become more and 
more confident, that's the 
Bryson we saw last year," 
said DeChambeau, who 
went bogey-free over the 
first two days for the first 
time in his career. 

Adam Hadwin arrived in 
the clubhouse in second 
place at 12-under, after 
five birdies in a steely per¬ 
formance on the backnine 
amid an on-and-off drizzle 
during the afternoon. Had¬ 
win, who finished sixth a 
month ago at the Canadi¬ 
an Open in his native coun¬ 
try, shota 66 to follow up his 
first-round 64. He was well 
aware when he teed off 
exactly how far he'd have 
to come to pull within strik¬ 
ing distance of DeCham¬ 
beau. 


"I am the quintessential lea- 
derboard watcher. I know 
almost at any point where 
everybody is at, even at 9 
a.m. on Thursday morning," 
Hadwin said. "I knew. I obvi¬ 
ously knew that low scores 
were available today, but 
at the same time you still 
have to be patient. You still 
have to let it come." 

Scott Piercy, who opened 
a two-stroke lead with a 62 
in the first round Thursday, 
started on No. 10and sput¬ 
tered through the windless, 
muggy morning with five 
bogeys on his first nine to 
offset an eagle. Piercy still 
came in at 10-under. He 
was joined by Sam Bums, 
Brian Harman and Sam 
Saunders in a four-way tie 
forthird place. 
DeChambeau played 
with Keegan Bradley and 
C ha lies Howell III, who used 
two eagles to shoot 66 and 
reach the weekend at 


8-under. Tony Finau joined 
Howell in that large group 
by chipping in foreagle on 
the 18th. 

Just ahead of them, in a 
smaller bunch tied for sev¬ 
enth at 9-under, was Arjun 
Atwal, a 46-year-old from 
India who became one of 
four late qualifiers Monday 
for the 156-player field by 
shooting a 62. 

World No. 1 Brooks Koepka 
had another quiet day, fin¬ 
ishing at3-under. 

The biggest name to miss 
the cut was Phil Mickelson, 
who has failed to reach 
the weekend in four of his 
last six events. After taking 
a triple bogey on his way 
to a 74 in the first round, 
Mic kelson shota 73 to finish 
2-over. 

DeChambeau entered the 
event tied for just 133rd on 
the tour in greens in regu¬ 
lation. His previous best 
round on the tour, which 


he joined in 2017, was a 63 
he posted three times. The 
most recent one was at 
the Sony Open in Hawaii in 
January, when he finished 
tied for 10th.

weeks 

The former physics major at 
SMU who's fondly known on 
tour as the "Mad Scientist" 
for his exceptional interest 
in and knowledge of swing 
mechanics and other in¬ 
tricacies of the sport, De¬ 
Chambeau eagerly paid a 
visit this week to 3M world 
headquarters in Maple¬ 
wood about 25 miles from 
the course in Blaine. He 
checked out some of the 
innovative projects in the 
works by the manufactur¬ 
ing giant best known for 
Post-It notes. 

Wearing his usual newsboy- 
style, classic white golf cap 
in tribute to Ben Hogan, De¬ 
Chambeau doffed it often 
as he walked confidently 
around the course. The sure 
sign this was his day came 
as he wrapped up at the 
daunting ninth hole, a 502- 
yard par-4. His second shot 
landed slightly beyond the 
rough between the green 
and one of the many wa¬ 
ter hazards lurking at the 
course, about 50 feet from 
the pin and out of danger. 
He left his first putt just 3V2 
feet short, leaving an easy 
tap to save par. 

'That was the only time I 
was nervous today," De¬ 
Chambeau said. "Every¬ 
thing else felt like just a pure

LAUSANNE, Switzerland

Bolt's world record of 19.19 
was set at the 2009 world 
championships in Berlin. His 
Jamaica teammate Yohan 
Blake ran 19.26 at Brussels in 
2011. 

In other world-leading per¬ 
formances Friday, Timothy 
Cheruiyot of Kenya won 


the men's 1,500 in 3 min¬ 
utes, 28.77 seconds, and 
pole vaulter Piotr Lisek of 
Poland cleared 6.01 me¬ 
ters. 

Lyles had been tied for 
eighth all-time for his 19.65 
set at Monaco last year. 
His season-best had been 
19.72, when he was runner- 
up to another 21-year-old 
American, Michael Nor¬ 
man. Norman's time of 
10.70 at the Golden Gala 


meet in Rome one month 
ago had been the fastest 
in the world this year. 

On an ideal night for sprint¬ 
ing, two-time Olympic gold 
medalist Shelly-Ann Fras- 
er-Pryce dominated the 
women's 100.

Come on!"to 
celebrate a 32-stroke point 
thatforced a third set in her 
match Friday evening at 
Wimbledon. 

Up in the stands, Mom rose 
to pump a fist and yell, 
'Yes!" Thousands of spec¬ 
tators jumped out of their 
seats, too, roaring. By then, 
Gauff already twice had 
been a point from losing in 
the third round to Polona 
Hercog of Slovenia. 

Most players, no matterthe 
age, would not be able to 
find a path past that kind 
of a deficit on this impos¬ 
ing a stage, would not be 
able to handle that sort of 
stress and figure out a way. 
Gauff is, quite clearly, not 
most players. That much 
has been established. How 
far can she go, both this 
fortnight and in the future? 
The tennis world is watch¬ 
ing , wa iting to lea m the a n- 
swers. 

That Gauff, ranked 313th 
and facing another un¬ 
seeded player, was sched¬ 
uled to appearat Wimble¬ 
don's main stadium says 
plenty a bout what a sensa¬ 
tion the Floridian already is 
That she won this one, and 
how she did so — erasing 
a pair of match points and 
coming back to beat Her¬ 
cog 3-6, 7-6 (7), 7-5 - of¬ 
fer some insight into what 
Gauff might become. 
'Obviously, this moment 
is an incredible moment," 
G a uff sa id. "I'm still exc ited 
I get to keep living it." 

As it is, she was the young¬ 
est player to qualify for 
Wimbledon in the profes¬ 
sional era, winning three 
matches last week against 
higher-ranked women in 
the preliminary rounds. 
Then, by upsetting five-time 
champion Venus Williams, 
who is 39, in the first round 
of the main event, Gauff 
became the youngest 
woman to win a match at 
the All England Club since 
1991, when J ennifer Capri¬ 
ati reached the semifinals 
at 15. 

That was followed by a win 
against 2017 Wimbledon 


semifinalist Magdalena Ry- 
barikova, who is 30, before 
getting past Hercog, 28. 
When a reporter wanted 
to know how Gauff might 
spend the prize moneyshe's 
already earned of about 
175,000 pounds ($220,000), 
she replied: "I mean, I can't 
buy a car, because I can't 
drive." 

That made her giggle, 
as did some of the other 
things she sa id at her news 
conference through a per¬ 
manent smile, including her 
unprompted opening line 
about Jayden Smith's new 
album, her plea for tickets 
to a Beyonce concert and 
poking fun at her mother, 
Candi, for the way she 
waved her arms overhead 
when Friday's victory was 
over. 

"Please tell me she's a 
meme," Gauff said. "I'm 
so excited to go on Insta- 
gram."

est fighters in MMA history 
must include Jones and 
Nunes as well. They simply 
have been too good for 
too long — and beaten too 
many fellow giants of the 
sport —to be left out. 

When they fight on the 
same card Saturday night 
in LasVegas, the joint show¬ 
case provides an opportu¬ 
nity for fans to see great¬ 
ness at its possible peak. 
UFC 239 is also another 
chance to see whether 
Jones or Nunes will finally 
fall from the perches they 
have occupied for so long 
atop MMA. 

"It only takes one fight, one 
punch, one slip to change 
a lot of things," J ones said 
this week. 

Right before Jones (24- 
1, 1 no-contest) defends 
his light heavyweight title

Facebook enlists plain Biglish to clarify how it makes money

Facebook is updating its 
terms and services guide- 
linesto clarify how it makes 
money from the personal 
information of its users 
The changes reflect its on¬ 
going attempts to satisfy 
regulators in the U.S. and 
Europe, which have urged 
the company to make sure 
users know what they are 
signing up for. 

The guideline changes, 
announced Thursday, are 
largely cosmetic. The up¬ 
dates don't change Face- 
book's underlying policies. 


Facebook has come un¬ 
der fire with regulators in 
Europe, and increasingly in 
the U.S., for how it handles 
personal information col¬ 
lected on its site — and 
how transparent it is with 
users 

The company said it made 
the updates after working 
with a European consumer 
protection group and reg- 
ulatorsaround the world. 
The European Commission 
noted Facebook's agree¬ 
ment to make the changes 
in April, saying the commis¬ 
sion requested changes 
'to clearly inform consum¬ 
ers how the social network 


gets financed." 

This is how Facebook's new 
guide lines tackle that chal¬ 
lenge: "Instead of paying 
to use Facebook and the 
other products and ser- 
viceswe offer, by using the 
Facebook Products cov¬ 
ered by these Terms, you 
agree that we can show 
you ads that businesses 
and organizations pay us 
to promote on and off the 
FacebookCompany Prod¬ 
ucts." 

Thetermsand servicesspell 
out that even if users de¬ 
lete material from the site, 
it might still exist on Face¬ 
book's servers for 90 days 


It also makes clear that 
violating the company's 
policiescould get posts re¬ 
moved from the site and 
exp la ins that users still own 
the material they post on¬ 
line, although Facebook 
may use it. 

But a t nea riy 10 pa g es lo ng 
in PDF form, Facebook is 
still facing the most com¬ 
mon problem with lengthy 
terms and services — peo¬ 
ple rarely read them. 
Facebook will issue a blog 
post on the changes, 
which go into effect July

It also won't promote the 
updateson people'sFace- 
book feeds.

That 
scenario may be less likely 
now. 

Stocks sold off Friday, with 
the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average down roughly 150 
points in late-moming trad¬ 
ing, reflecting a view that 
the Fed might engage in 
fewer rate hikes. The yield 
on the 10-year U.S. Treasury 
note climbed to 2.06%from 
just under 2% 

June's solid job growth 
followed a tepid gain of 
72,000 jobs in May, a re¬ 
sult that had fueled con¬ 
cerns about the econo¬ 
my's hea Ith. But with J une's 
pace of hiring, employers 
have now added, on av¬ 
erage, a solid 171,000 jobs 
for the past three months 
Last month's burst of hiring 
suggests that many em¬ 
ployers have shrugged off 
concerns about weaker 
growth, President Donald 
Trump's trade wars and the 
waning benefits from U.S.

"Although there are drags 
on the economy in 2019, 
the expansion should con¬ 
tinue through this year," 
said Gus Faucher, chief 
economistatPNC Financial 
Services.

The unemployment rate 
ticked up to 3.7% in June 
from 3.6% for the previ¬ 
ous two months, reflecting 
an influx of people seek¬ 
ing jobs who were initially 
counted as unemployed. 
Average hourly wages rose 
3.1%from a yearago. 
Trump responded to Fri¬ 
day's jobs report by tweet¬ 
ing, 'JOBS, JOBS, JOBS!" 
But the strong hiring gains 
have lessened the case, at 


least for now, forthe Fed to 
slash rates asTrump has re¬ 
peatedly and aggressively 
pressed the central bankto 
do. 

"Ifwe had a Fed thatwould 
lower interest rates, we'd 
be like a rocket ship," the 
president asserted to re¬ 
porters in an appearance 
Friday. "But we're paying a 
lot of interest, and it's un¬ 
necessary. But we don't 
have a Fed that knows 
what they're doing." 

Last year, Fed officials 
raised rates four times, in 
part to stave off the risk of 
high inflation and in part 
to try to ensure that they 
would have room to cut 
rates if the economy stum¬ 
bled. 


On Friday, the Fed reiterat¬ 
ed thatitwould actasnec- 
essary sustain the econom¬ 
ic expansion, while noting 
that most Fed officials have 
lowered their expectations 
forthe course of rates. The 
Fed's statement came in its 
semiannual reporton mon¬ 
etary policy. 

In Friday's jobs report for 
June, the hiring gains were 
broad. Construction com¬ 
panies added 21,000 work¬ 
ers after having increased 
theirpayrollsbyonly 5,000 in 
May. Manufacturers hired 
17,000, up from just 3,000 
in May. Health care and 
social assistance added 
50,500 jobs. Hiring by trans¬ 
portation and warehous¬ 
ing companies increased 


23,900. 

The governmentsectorwas 
a major source of hiring, 
adding 33,000 jobs in J une. 
Nearly all those gains were 
at the local level. 

ForTodd Leff, CEO of Hand 
& Stone Massage and Fa¬ 
cial Spa, the resilience of 
the U.S. job market has 
provided both an opportu¬ 
nity and a challenge. With 
more Americans earning 
steady paychecks, de¬ 
mand for massages and 
facials has increased, and 
the company plans to add

Samsung predicts 56% drop in 2Q profit on weak chip maiket

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 

— Samsung Electronics 
Co. said Friday its operat¬ 
ing profit for the last quar¬ 
ter likely fell more than 56% 
from a year earlier amid a 
weak market for memory 
chips. 

The South Korean tech gi¬ 
ant estimated an operat¬ 
ing profit of 6.5 trillion won 
($5.5 billion) for the April- 
J une quarter, which would 
represent a 56.3% drop 
from the same period last 
year. 


The company said its rev¬ 
enue likely fell 4% to 56 tril¬ 
lion won ($48 billion), but 
did not provide a detailed 
account of itsperforma nee 
by business division. It will 
release a finalized earnings 
report la ter this month. 
Analysts say falling prices of 
DRAM and NAND memory 
chips are eating into the 
earnings of the company, 
which saw its operating 
profit during the first quarter 
drop more than 60% from 
last year. U.S. sanctions on 
Chinese technology gi¬ 


ant Huawei may have also 
contributed to Samsung's 
profit woes by reducing its 
chip shipments and push¬ 
ing down chip prices far¬ 
ther. 

Samsung, which is the

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Defenders of vegan bacon sue 
Mississippi over labeling law

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — A 

federal lawsuit says Missis¬ 
sippi is viola ting free-speech 
rights by banning makers of 
plant-based foods from us¬ 
ing terms such as "meatless 
meatballs"and "vegan ba¬ 
con." 

The lawsuit against Missis¬ 
sippi Republican Gov. Phil 
Bryant and the state's Re¬ 
publican agriculture com¬ 
missioner, Andy Gipson, 
was filed Monday by the 
Plant Based FoodsAssocia- 
tion and the Illinois-based 
Upton's Naturals Co. , 
which makes vegan prod¬ 
ucts and sells them in many 
states, including Mississippi. 
It was filed the same day 
Mississippi enacted a new 
law that declares "a plant- 
based or insect-based 
food product shall not be 
labeled asmeatora meat 
food product." 

'The ban serves only to 
create consumer confu¬ 
sion where none previously 
existed," says the lawsuit, 
which is backed by Institute 
for Justice, a free-market 
advocacy group based in 
Virginia. 

A similar food labeling law¬ 
suit was filed in Missouri last 
year by the Oregon-based 
Tofurky Co., which makes 
vegetarian food products, 
and the Good Food Insti¬ 
tute, a Washington, D.C.- 
based nonprofit that ad¬ 
vocates for alternatives to 
meat. A Missouri law made 
it a misdemeanor to label 
plant-based products as 
meat. 

Producers of beef, poultry, 
pork and lamb have been 
pushing to protect meat 
terminology as companies 
develop more plant-based 
products that look and 
taste similar to meat. 

The Good Food Institute 
says 12 states have en¬ 
acted what it calls "meat 
label censorship" laws In 
addition to Mississippi and 
Missouri, the states are Ala¬ 
bama, Arkansas, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Montana, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma, South 
Carolina, South Dakota 
and Wyoming. 

The Louisiana measure 
signed by Democratic 


Gov. John Bel Edwards 
prohibits veggie products 
from being called meat, 
non-rice products from be¬ 
ing described as rice and 
sugar alternatives from be¬ 
ing marketed as sugar. It 
becomes law in October 
2020 . 

The chairman of the Mis¬ 
sissippi Senate Agriculture 
Committee, Republican 
Billy Hudson of Hattiesburg, 
was chief sponsor of the 
meat labeling legislation. 
He said the state agricul¬ 
ture department and the 
Mississippi Cattlemen's As¬ 
sociation pushed for it be¬ 
cause of concerns that 
consumers could be mis¬ 
led. The Mississippi law also 
says food produced using 
animal tissue cultured in a 
laboratory may not be la¬ 
beled as meat.

'Theytell me thatfake steak 
looksjust like ourreal meat," 
Hudson told The Associated 
Press on Monday. He said if 
a consumerseestwo similar 
products side by side, they 
could think they're getting 
meat when they're not. 

"I don't want to eat meat 
grown by a test tube in a 
laboratory," Hudson said. 
"If my constituents do, they 
ought to know what they're 
getting." 

Mississippi's agriculture 
commissioner said Tuesday 
that he looks forward to de¬ 
fending the law. 

"A food product made of 
insect-protein should not 
be deceptively labeled as 
beef," Gipson said. "Some¬ 
one looking to purchase 
tofu should not be tricked 
into buying lab-grown ani¬ 
mal protein.'O

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Best way to fight c limate change? Plant a trillion tiees

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ihe 

most effective way to fight 
global warming is to plant 
lots of trees, a study says. 
A trillion of them, maybe 
more. 

And there's enough room, 
Swiss scientists say. Even 
with existing cities and 
farmland, there's enough 
space fornew treesto cov- 
er3.5 million square miles(9 
million square kilometers), 
they reported in Thursday's 
journal Science . That area 
is roughly the size of the 
United States 

The study calculated that 
over the decades, those 
new trees could suck up 
nearly 830 billion tons (750 
billion metric tons) of heat¬ 
trapping carbon dioxide 
from the atmosphere. 
That's about as much car¬ 
bon pollution as humans 
have spewed in the past 25 
years. 

Much of that benefit will 
come quickly because 
trees remove more carbon 
from the air when they are 
younger, the study authors 
said. The potential for re¬ 
moving the most carbon is 
in the tropics. 

'This is by far — by thou¬ 
sands of times — the 
cheapest climate change 


solution" and the most ef¬ 
fective, said study co-au¬ 
thor Thomas Crowther, a 
climate change ecologist 
atthe Swiss Federal Institute 
of Technology in Zurich. 

Six nations with the most 
room fornew trees a re Rus¬ 
sia, the United States, Can¬ 
ada, Australia, Brazil and 
China. 

Before his research, 


Crowther figured thatthere 
were other more effec¬ 
tive ways to fight climate 
change besides cutting 
emissions, such as people 
switching from meat-eat¬ 
ing to vegetarianism. But, 
he said, tree planting is far 
more effective because 
treestake so much carbon 
dioxide out of the air. 
Thomas Lovejoy, a George 


Mason University conserva¬ 
tion biologist who wasn't 
part of the study, called 
it "a good news story" be¬ 
cause planting trees would 
also help stem the loss of 
biodiversity. 

Planting trees is not a sub¬ 
stitute for weaning the 
world off burning oil, coal 
and gas, the chief cause of 
global warming, Crowther 


emphasized. 

"None of this works without 
emissions cuts," he said. 

Nor is it easy or realistic to 
think the world will sud¬ 
denly go on a tree-plant¬ 
ing binge, although many 
groups have started 
Crowther said. 

"It'scertainly a monumental 
challenge, which is exactly 
the scale of the problem of 
climate change,"he said. 
As Earth warms, and es¬ 
pecially as the tropics dry, 
tree cover is being lost, he 
noted. 

The researchers used 
Google Earth to see what 
areas could support more 
trees, while leaving room 
forpeople and crops. 

Lead authorJean-Francois 
Bastin estimated there's 
space for at least 1 trillion 
more trees, but it could be 
1.5 trillion. 

That's on top of the 3 tril¬ 
lion trees that now are on 
Earth, according to earlier 
Crowther research. 

The study's calculations 
make sense, said Stanford 
University environmental 
scientist Chris Field, who 
wasn't pa rt of the study. 

"But the question of wheth¬ 
er it is actually feasible to 
restore this much forest is 
much more difficult," Field 
said in an email. □

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Baby lobster numbeis spell trouble for 
shellfish population

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) 

— Baby lobsters are con¬ 
tinuing to appear in high 
numbers off some parts of 
Canada while tailing off in 
New England, raising ques¬ 
tions about what the valu¬ 
able shellfish's population 
will look like in several years. 
University of Maine scientist 
RickWahle has document¬ 
ed trends in baby lobster 
density for years, and re¬ 
leased new data for 2018 
this month. The new data 
reinforce recent trends 
about lobsters that show 
upticks off sites in Atlantic 
Canada, such assome ar¬ 
eas in Nova Scotia, Wahle 
said. Meanwhile, the Gulf 
of Maine reported below 
average numbers from Bar 


Harbor to Cape Cod, he 
said. 

Young lobsters settle into 
the ocean bottom, where 
they take shelter as they 
grow. Wahle tracks where 
lobsters are settling in 23 
areasfrom Rhode Island to 
Prince Edward Island, Can¬ 
ada. 

This yearis data showed 
high totals in Canadian lo¬ 
cations such as St. Mary's 
Bay, Nova Scotia, and the 
southern Gulf of St. Law¬ 
rence, but low numbers in 
Maine fishing areas such as 
the Midcoast region and 
Casco Bay. 

American fishermen com¬ 
pete with Canada for the 
same species of lobster, 
which anchors one of the 
most lucrative fisheries in 
either country. Some scien¬ 


tists have said the shellfish 
appearto be moving north 
aswaterswarm. 

"It's as if this wave that has 
crested in Maine is now in¬ 
creasing in Atlantic Cana¬ 
da," Wahle said. 

New England'scommercial 
harvest of lobster has been 
strong in recent years, but 
it's dependent on young 
lobsters growing to maturi¬ 
ty. Some New England sites, 
such as those off Rhode Is¬ 
land, show few baby lob¬ 
sters at all. America's lob¬ 
ster industry is based mostly 
in Maine, and its haul of 
the crustaceans has been 
high all decade. The state's 
catch peaked at an all- 
time high of 132.6 million in 
2016 before falling to 111.9 
million — still a historically 
high number— in 2017.Q

"Fleishman Is in Trouble" 
(Random House), by Taffy

There was once a time 
when becoming a doc¬ 
tor or marrying one was 
an ideal measure of suc¬ 
cess. But "Fleishman Is in 
Trouble," the new novel by 
Taffy Brodesser-Akner, re¬ 
jects that antiquated no¬ 
tion and several other tired 
societal tropes, shining a 
light on how we view work, 
relationships and material 
things. 

Toby Fleishman, a Manhat¬ 
tan doctor and father of 
two, is in the middle of a 
painful divorce and finds 
the best medicine isswiping 
right on "finder to ease his 
pain. "The plot takes place 
over just a few weeks, but 
the story of how his 14-yea r 
marriage to Rachel de¬ 
volved into an angry, bitter 
mess comes in flashbacks 
of how the couple met, fell 
in love and built a life to¬ 
gether. 

An old friend of Toby's 


serves as the narrator and 
judge, coloring the story 
with her own insecurities 
and marital itchiness. The 
first part of the book reveals 
Toby's side of things, and 
while he paints himself as 
a martyr who took a back 
seat in his career as a liver 
specialist to play Mr. Mom, 
it's clear his self-pity, fear of 
failure and disappointment 
in the way his life hastumed 
out contributed to the disin¬ 
tegration of the family. 

In Toby's version, Rachel 
is the easy villain — ob¬ 
sessed with money and 
status — who rose from as¬ 
sistant to superagent to the 
stars, working long hours, 
networking for social and 
professional gain, and be¬ 
coming the breadwinner 
while growing increasingly 
powerful and financially 
successful. 

"The seeds of resentment 
are sown as Toby feels in¬ 
creasingly inadequate and 
Rachel's busy schedule 
and pressure to keep up 
with the elite bankercrowd

YOKOHAMA, japan (AP) 

— J a pan's culture of cute 
makes no exceptions for 
poop. Itgetsa pop twist at 
the Unko Museum in Yoko¬ 
hama nearTokyo. 

Here, the poop is artific iaI, 
nothing like what would be 
in a toilet, and comes in 
twisty ice cream and cup¬ 
cake shapes, in all colors 
and sizes. 

'The poopsare colorful and 
come out nicely in photos," 
said Haruka Okubo, a stu¬ 
dent visiting partofthe mu¬ 
seum devoted to all-impor¬ 
tant selfies 'The shape is so 
round and cute." 

In Japan, little poop¬ 
shaped erasers with faces 
and other small items have 
long been popular items 
collected by children, 
and sometimes older folks 
As elsewhere, scatologi¬ 
cal jokes are popular and 
bodily functions discussed 
openly: a recent morn¬ 
ing variety show by public 
broadcaster NHK featured 
tips on how to deal with 
farts. 

Visitors to the museum get 


a short video introduction 
and then are asked to sit 
on one of seven colorful, 
non-functional toilets lined 
up against the wall. 

Music plays as a user pre¬ 
tends to poop, then a 


brightly colored souvenir 
"poop" can be collected 
from inside the toilet bowl, 
to be taken home afterthe 
tour. 

A ceiling-high poop sculp¬ 
ture in the main hall erupts 


every 30 minutes, spitting 
out little foam poops. 

The "Unstagenic" area of 
Instag ram-worthy installa¬ 
tions includes pastel-hued 
flying poops and a neon 
sign with the word "poop" 


written in different lan¬ 
guages. 

In another room, players 
use a projection-mapping 
game like "whack-a-mole" 
to stamp on and squash 
the mostpoopstheycan. In 
anothergame, participants 
compete to make the big¬ 
gest "poop" by shouting the 
word in Japanese, "unko," 
as loudly as possible. 

A soccer video game in¬ 
volves using a controllerto 
"kick"a poop into a goal. 
Toshifumi Okuya, a system 
engineer, was amused 
to see adults having fun. 
"It's funny because there 
are adults running around 
screaming 'poop, poop,"' 
he said. 

At the end of the tour, 
visitors get a bag to carry 
home their souvenir poop. 
If they want still more, 
the museum's gift shop 
abounds with more poop- 
themed souvenirs. The mu¬ 
seum attracted more than 
100,000 visitors in the first 
month after its opening in 
March. It will remain open

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Biosphere 2 legacy lives on more than qua iter century later

ORACLE, Ariz. (AP) — They 
lived for two years and 20 
minutes under the glass of 
a miniature Earth, com¬ 
plete with an ocean, rain 
forest, desert, grasslands 
and mangroves Their air 
and water were recycled, 
and they grew the sweet 
potatoes, rice and other 
food they needed to sur¬ 
vive. 

About 1,500 people were 
invited and some 200 jour¬ 
nalists were on hand as 
the eight original inhabit¬ 
ants of Biosphere 2 left their 
glass terrarium a quarter- 
century ago last month in 
two groups that no longer 
talked to each other amid 
the stress of sharing a small 
space and disputes over 
how the project should be 
run. Detractors called the 
$150 million experiment a 
failure because additional 
oxygen was pumped into 
what was supposed to be 
a self-sustaining system. 

A power struggle in sub¬ 
sequent months led Texas 
billionaire backer Edward 
P. Bass to hire investment 
banker Stephen Bannon, 
who was later President 
Trump's chief strategist, to 
bring the project backfrom 
financial disarray. 

Today, Biosphere 2 is a dif¬ 
ferent kind of place, a Uni¬ 
versity of Arizona site where 
researchers from around 
the world can study every¬ 
thing from the effects of 
the ocean's acidification 
on coral to ways of ensur¬ 
ing food security. 

"It started out as a great, 
big kind of societal experi¬ 
ment and was transformed 
by pure ingenuity into 
something else that has 
proved useful," said J effrey 
S. Dukes, director of the 
Perdue Climate Change 
Research Center. "It's also 
a really coo I facility to tour." 
Joaquin Ruiz, a geologist 
who directs the project in 
the Sonoran Desert about 
30 miles (48 kilometers) 
northeast of Tucson, said 
Biosphere 2's contra lied en¬ 
vironments allow research¬ 
ers to conduct experiments 
they won't try outside "be¬ 
cause you don't want to 
have unintended circum¬ 
stances." 


in our portfolio for under¬ 
standing climate change," 
he said. 

Biologist J ohn Adams, Bio¬ 
sphere 2's deputy director, 
has been with the project 
since 1995, when he was 
a new University of Arizona 
graduate. "It'salways been 
an audacious, ambitious 
project,"he said. 

Adams said 55 people now 
work at the site, including 
30 researchers. Bassdonat- 
ed $30 million to Biosphere 
2 lastyearand sitson itsad- 
visory board. 

'They have been doing 
a really great job, laying 
some strong foundations 
for their science," Jane 
Poynter, one of the eight 
original Biosphere 2 inhabit¬ 
ants, said of the current re¬ 
search.

The initial project was the 
brainchild of systems ecol¬ 
ogist John Allen, and Bass 
was financial backer when 
the first group of four wom¬ 
en and four men entered 
Biosphere 2 on Sept. 26, 
1991. Now almost 90, Al¬ 
len lives quietly in Santa Fe, 
New Mexico. 

A mission by a second 
group wasterminated ear¬ 
ly after Bass ousted Allen 
and other top managers 
in April 1994 and tempo¬ 
rarily made Bannon act¬ 
ing director during a man¬ 
agement dispute. Bannon 
led the project for about 
two years, and Columbia 
University then took over, 
changing the once virtu¬ 
ally airtight structure to a 
"flow-through" system and 
manipulating carbon diox¬ 
ide levels to study global 
warming. 

Poynter and Taber Mac- 
Callum later married and 
settled in Tucson, where 
they operate World View 
Enterprises, a company 
that is pioneering flight to 
the edge of space with 
high-altitude balloons 
They met during training for 
Biosphere 2, and their ro¬ 
mance flourished after en¬

That means researchers 
from the Global Institute 
for Water Security at the 
University of Saskatchewan 
in Canada don't have to 
worry about harming the 
environment while study¬ 
ing how plants in the tiny 
rainforest adjust their water 
consumption. 

The miniature ocean is be¬ 
ing renovated so research¬ 
ers from places including 
the University of Hawaii can 
continue experiments on a 
miniature reef without hurt¬ 
ing reefs in the Pacific.

Hopkins University is help¬ 
ing scientists test theories 
about water movement 
on three artificial hillslopes 
known as the Landscape 
Evolution Observatory, a gi¬ 
gantic Earth science labo¬ 
ratory. 

The university assumed 
management of Biosphere 
2 in mid-2007 and in June 
2011 announced full acqui¬ 
sition of the glass-enclosed 
area of just over 3 acres 
(1 hectare) that reaches 
as tall as 75 feet (23 me¬ 
ters) in some places, and 
the buildings and grounds 


around it. 

Like Dukes, independent 
ecologist Christopher Field, 
director of the Stanford 
Woods Institute for the En¬ 
vironment, said Biosphere 
2 has proved useful for sci¬ 
ence in itscurrent iteration. 
'You have to separate it 
from what it was originally 
to see its worth today," said 
Field, adding that con¬ 
trolled environment facili¬ 
ties like Biosphere 2 "are a 
powerful way to help usun- 
derstand the way the world 
works "
